PROTECTION FROM FIRE

(;oulrol of Forest Fires by an Qutiay
of Two Cents per Acre per
Annum,

Fire bas always been the worst
enemy of the forest. In MAany cases
the risk ol fire Is so great aflter
lumbering that landowners have not
tried any system of conservative log-
ging, but have instead cut the forest
clean in the bellef that young timber
would be burned, [t left, before it
could attaln suMelent growth for a
second ¢rop, This is almost the 1ule
in the heavy forests of the Pacifie
coast, where fires have been so preva-
lent that they have come to be regarded
48 a necessary evil. A single fire
among young trees may not always
kill them, but it will check their
growth and weaken them so that they
will be very susceptibleto insect at-
tacks and fungous diseases, Reour-

whole forest stand, and then chapar-
ral takes possesslon. On out-over
lands there is usually & great accum-
ulution of debris, and this encourages
fire, 80 that one of the first Bteps in
fire protection is some provislon for
the removal of debria,

In 1904 the Forest Servies in co-op-
erution with the State of California
made a thorough study of forest con-
ditions and ‘their relation to fire on
the tract of the MeCloud River Lumber
Company, in Biskiyou County, Cal.

The chief object of this study was to
devise some practical system of forest
protection. The results, which are now
published In Circular 79 of the Forest
Service, show thut by proper care and
the execution of certaln measures it is
poagible to decrease, or even to elim-
inate, the danger from forest fires;
that such protective mensures may be
carried out at a reasonable cost; and
that the results in most cases will
fully justify the necessary expendi-
tures,

The plan adopted, which alms to
preveut fires from starting by means
of patrol along ocavefully laid-out
routes, was executed so suocessfully
that it hns since been extended to all
the holdings of the company. Tale-
phone and tool stations have been
established, and broad fire lines on
which the glash was burped have
been run through the cut-over land.

The details of this plan, accom-
penied by a desoription of the tract
and the forest types, and au estimate
of the future yield and valus of cut-
over lands protected from fire, are
given In the olreular, which s entitled
“The Control of Forest Fires at
MecCloud, California,” This publi-
eation will be sent free upon appli-
cation to the Forester, United States
Department of Agriculture, Wash-
ington, D. C.
